ISXECIAL DISPATCHES TO TSk XEOORD-UNtOS. 


UNCLE SAM ’S ARM Y. 


M ajor-G eneral Sch ofield T elia o f Its C on­ 
d itio n and N eed s. 


W a sh in g to n , November 19th.—Major- 
General Schofield, comm anding the army, 
in his annual report say s: “ The past year 
has been one of peace among the Indians 
formerly so troublesome in the Division of 
the Pacific. The troops have been tully 
occupied in rifie practice and other duties 
simulating those of actual war. 
In the Di­ 
vision ot Missouri, with a single excep­ 
tion-consisting of the suppression of dis­ 
order among the Crow Indians—the use of 
troops has Keen lim ited to the prevention 
of possible trouble w ith Indian tribes. The 
troops of the Division of the A tlantic have 
been fully and constantly occupied. The 
system of practice of artillery w ith heavy 
seacoast guns has been steadily developed 
and is now adapted to the entire seacoast 
of the country. The zeal and efficiency 
displayed by the officers and men and the 
progress already made gives grounds for 
confidence that the troops will be fully 
prepared to handle effectively the weapons 
of modern construction and of large caliber 
as soon as such weapons can be made ready 
to be placed in their hauds.” 
MORE MEN DESIRABLE. 
General Schofield recommends that two 
regiments be added to the artillery, w ithout 
any material change in the num ber of offi­ 
cers. necessitating an addition of about 
5.U00 to tne num ber of enlisted men allowed 
by law. 
Referring to fortifications, General Scho­ 
field says that during the past twenty years 
the necessities of service in the Indian 
country have caused the posts along the 
seaboard and northern lakes to be corre­ 
spondingly neglected. The time and circum­ 
stances now seem peculiarly favorable to 
placing the seacoast and frontier of the 
country in a state of security. 


YOUNGER COMMANDERS WANTED. 
Reference is made to the im pairm ent of 
the efficiency of the arm y through the ab­ 
sence of officers from their regiments or 
corps. It is said th at the service would be 
greatly benefited, if such officers as are 
disabled coulu be retired and their places 
tilled by young and active men. 


DESERTIONS. 
There were 2,436 desertions from the 
arm y during the past year, and the average 
of desertions for each of the last five years 
is 10.3 per cent. General Schofield recom­ 
mends that the reward for the arrest of de­ 
serters be increased to $100, to be taken out 
of the deserter's pay, and that U. S. Mar­ 
shals, Sheriffs, police officers, etc., be au­ 
thorized to arrest and deliver deserters. 


OTHER REFORMS. 
At least half the pay of soldiers hereafter 
enlisted should be retained until they have 
fulfilled their contract of service—m aking 
exception in the cases of men known to 
devote their pay to the support of their de­ 
pendent relatives—and that it be made 
practicable, in tim e of peace, for an honest 
man to dissolve his contract of enlistm ent 
in a m anner honorable to him self and just 
to Government, by obtaining his discharge 
with the forfeiture of so m uch of his re­ 
tained pay as m ay be necessary to reim ­ 
burse the Government for expenses. 
Adjutant-General D rum m also calls at­ 
tention to the evil of desertions, which may 
be greatly lessened by the adoption of 
remedial measures, such as the reduction 
of the term of service from five to three 
years, and the right to puichase a dis­ 
charge. 
Notwithstanding every effort has 
been made, so far as the recruiting appro­ 
priation would 
w arrant, to secure the 
necessary recruits to fill the army, it is 
still m ore than 1,800 below the authorized 
strength of 25,000 enlisted men, and many 
regim ents are greatly reduced.

P h i l a d e l p h i a , November 19th.—A rthur 
Trum port and Bertha Miller, aged respect­ 
ively 22 and 18. had a thrilling escape irom 
death on Saturday night. The couple are 
lovers, and while taking a moonlight wslk 
started to 
cross the Reading Railroad 
bridge over Twenty-eighth street. As they 
reached the center of the bridge they dis­ 
covered express trains approaching them 
from both directions at lightning speed. 
The space between the two tracks was 
their only hope. 
Young Tium port dragged Miss Miller 
there and pinned her arm s to her side with 
his own. “ It’s your only chance," he 
cried, a3 the two trains passed with a deaf­ 
ening roar. The west-bound train caught 
Miss Miller's gown and jerked her with 
terrible force from Trum port’s grasp.

New Y o r k , November 19th.—Captain 
John A. Ankers, formerly of the Pacific 
Mail Steamship Company, will be arraigned 
in Court next Monday to answer a charge 
of abandonm ent preferred bv his wife, who 
lives with her son-in-law, Emery J. Hani- 
plin, in Brooklyn. From Mrs. Anker's 
story it appears that the Captain is a gay 
sea-dog, with a weakness for women and 
sparkling wine. Before he took command 
of a Pacific steamer he commanded a sail­ 
ing vessel, and was at one time connected 
with the navy. 
He earned a good salary, 
and up to the tim eof entering the employ of 
the Pacific Company provided liberally for 
bis family. 
The steamer he commanded plied be­ 
tween New York and Aspinwall, and Mrs. 
Ankers says that whenever a company of 
actors and actresses were among the pas­ 
sengers he would entertain the women 
finely. A t Carthagena, Jam aica and Sari- 
nilla he became infatuated with Mrs. Rose 
Ecker, the wife of a business man of Sari- 
nilla, who sent her in care of the Captain 
to Brooklyn for medical treatm ent. Mrs. 
Ecker was formerly a variety sctress named 
Rose Cohen, and her conduct with the Cap­ 
tain resulted in a separation from her hus­ 
band. The latter came to Brooklyn, it is 
said, for the avowed purpose of killing 
Captain Ankers, but he was in San F ran­ 
cisco and so escaped. 
Ecker has since 
died. 
Captain Ankers was discharged from the 
employ of the steam ship company about 
two years ago, and for eighteen m onths 
lived with his brother in San Francisco, 
leaving that place, it is said, under a cloud 
caused by his attentions to a married 
woman. 
He returned to Brooklyn and 
spent the greater portion of his tim e with 
a cousin, Charles Jeffrey.

N ew Y o r k , November 19th.—The Catho­ 
lic Newt has received from its Rome cor­ 
respondent the text of the reply sent by 
Cardinal Simeoni, Prefect of the Propa­ 
ganda, to his Eminence, Cardinal Gibbons, 
as follows: 
It is my duty to inform your Eminence that 
the documents relative to the association known 
as the Knights of Labor, forwarded to the 
Sacred Congregation, were examined by it at 
the sitting of the ICth of August, the current 
year. 
After having attentively studied the 
whole subject, the Sacred Congregation has di­ 
rected me to reply that, so far as a: present ap­ 
pears, the association of the Knights of Labor 
can for the moment be tolerated. 
The Sacred 
Congregation merely requires that necessary 
modifications should be produced in the rules 
of the society to make cfear whatever might 
seem obscure, or might be interpreted in a bad 
sense. 
These modifications are required par­ 
ticularly in the passages of the preface to the 
rales concerning local associations; and the 
words savoring of Socialism and Communism 
must be connected in such a way that they 
shall affirm the right conferred by God on man 
of acquiring property by using legitimate 
means and respecting the proportionate rights 
of all others.

In this connection m y sense o f obligations to 
th is confiding and p a’notic people com pels me 
to declare m y profound con viction th a t no over­ 
w helm ing or crushing calam ity w ill o r can be 
fall them . I cannot believe th a t alienation and 
strife is to he th e lasting heritage from our u n ­ 
happy w ar. notw ithstanding th e m elancholy 
fa d th a t some of th e leaders of the successful 
party, w ith great abilities a n d in high places, 
seek year by year lo estrange the sections and 
em broil th e races. 
Many papers and speakers at the South 
have manifested 
the same feeling of 
solemnity, and treated of the oncoming of 
the Republican party to power in a fune­ 
real tone. All this is little short of silli­ 
ness. 
We suspect it is, in great part, in­ 
sincere, and is political clap-trap of a dra­ 
matic order, intended to keep the faithful 
in the Democratic line. This extract from 
the Augusta (Ga.) Chronicle goes far to 
confirm this view: 
N otw ithstanding th e resnli of th e P residen­ 
tial eiectiou, the people of 1 Georgia and the peo- 
p!e o f th e South m ust stan d together in tavor of 
w hite suprem acy an d good governm ent. * * * 
We m ust and w ill preserve th e solidarity o f the 
Southern Slates. 
There is nothing in the history or de­ 
clarations of the Republican party to jus­ 
tify in the slightest degree this panicky 
and hysterical style, or to warrant the dis­ 
mal hootings of owlish Southern politi­ 
cians and writers. The party has always 
lreen that of broad enlightenment, pro­ 
gress, clear skies, fair play, good wages, 
faithful work, cheerfulness and happiness. 
W hat reason have the men of the South to 
fear ? Who wishes to cut short a single 
privilege they enjoy, or abridge their 
rights by so much as a hair’s breadth ? Is 
General Harrison a tyrant, or a patriot ? 
Is he to he looked upon as a conqueror com­ 
ing to enjoy the fruits of victory in the 
spoils of war, or a servant of the people to 
do justice and administer fairly and wisely? 
Why should the Montgomery (Ala.) Ad- 
icrliser say, and the Mew Orleans States 
concur: 
“The one black cloud that now lowers 
over us is the possibility that the extrem­ 
ists of the Republican party, led on hv 
their recent success, may undertake to en­ 
act laws which will have the eflect of re­ 
pressing the white vote, and of virtually 
giving the ascendency to the negroes and 
their white allies, who will be sufficiently 
numerous to hold all the offices.” 
Who has ever proposed to repress the 
4: white” vote? 
Let the South have no 
fear. The American people have shown 
it no cruelty. 
When it was within the 
power of the Government to punish, it for­ 
gave ; when it might have laid on the rod, 
a Republican President interposed to stay 
the blow; when the door might have been 
closed to offenders against the indis­ 
solubility of the Union, the Republican 
party to all throw wide the portals to the 
privileges of free government, and hade 
erring brethern to come and sit in the 
places of trust and honor. 
The people will expect General H arri­ 
son to enforce the laws; to see that they 
equally protect all rights in all sections; 
to administer the Government for all and 
regardless of sections. 
W hat less does the 
South wish ? 
A blue coat and an armless 
sleeve may not hereafter disqualily for 
official trust, nor will the cry of the sufier- 
ing fall upon deaf ears, as the lash falls

Crimes against the free ballot and hon­ 
est count may nut go unnoticed; inva­ 
sion of human rights may not be over­ 
looked ; the dominance of wrong may not 
be permitted, but let the Southern man 
have no fear that any law or any execu­ 
tive act will be aimed at or interfere with 
a solitary privilege of any law-abiding cit­ 
izen of the United States South or North.

THE LEGISLATURE. 


PR O PO SED 
CHANGE 
IN 
COUNTING 
ELECTIO N 
BALLOTS. 


A proposition is advanced in San Fran­ 
cisco to have the Legislature so amend the 
election laws that the ballot-boxes in that 
city mty he replaced every hour while an 
election is In progress, by empty ones. The 
others are to be taken to a central station, 
where the counting shall proceed through­ 
out the day, and every hour the result 
of the cjunt be posted for public inspec­ 
tion. 
There are two emphatic and insur­ 
mountable objections to the plan suggested. 
It would in a large degree destroy that 
secrecy of the ballot that is so essential to 
its houest casting and counting. It would 
enable the vicious politicians to locate the 
weak spots for their side and to resort to 
any means to strengthen them. This lat­ 
ter objection appears to us to be sufficient 
in itself to defeat the proposition. To put 
it in the power of any one to know the 
state of the vote from hour to hour would 
he worse than the old system, when uni­ 
formity of ballots was not required, and 
to break up which the Legislature pro­ 
vided that all ballot-paj>er should be of a 
given 
tint, cut 
to 
a 
given 
size, 
and the tickets be all 
folded alike. 
Another objection is the enormous cost the 
plan would involve. 
It is very trae that 
the delay in ascertaining results is very 
annoying, and it lias never heen more so 
than at the present time. 
It is true also 
that clerks of election become so wearied 
that they are scarcely able to tally the 
calls of the ballots properly. But these 
evils can be overcome by slightly increas­ 
ing the clerical forces and by providing 
relays of judges and inspectors. 
.Any 
movement in the direction of ascertaining 
the partisan progress of the vote before 
the polls close must be looked upon with 
suspicion. It certainly would lie availed j 
of by the bosses and strikers and the po-

The Board of City Trustees met in regu­ 
lar session at 10 a. m. yesterday, all the 
m em bers present, M ayor Gregory presid­ 
ing. 
E. H . W illiams, Chief Engineer of the 
City W ater W orks, reported for the week 
ending November 18th, 20,605,000 gallons 
of water pum ped.

J u d g e A rm s tro n g D e c id e s In F a v o r of 
th e C ity . 
The cases of Leif nd Stanford and Mrs. 
Mary F. Searles against Street Commis­ 
sioner John Ryan,which have been pending 
for a long time in the Superior Court, were 
decided by J udge Arm strong yesterday in 
favor of the city. 
Plaintiffs asked for an 
injunction restraining the Board of Trus 
tees from opening certain alleys. 
Tli •• 
Court held that the deed of John Sutter, ■ 
January 20,1849, to future owners of Sacia- 
m ento property, conveyed legal title to the 
streets and alleys to the owners of city 
property. The same is the true inference 
to public square?, aud the Court holds that 
there is no distinction between streets and 
alleys and public squares. 
The plaintiffs 
acquired no right by having the property 
inclosed in 1869. 
The Statute of Lim ita­ 
tion doss not run against the city iu cases 
of this kind, and streets and aileys may 
be opened, or closed, when the proper au­ 
thorities deem it necessary. 
The Legisla­ 
ture undoubtedly took this view of the 
m atter when power was given to the Mayor 
and Common Council to widen and extend 
streeis and alleys.

O. Bliss, forged the 
nam e of C. F. G ardner as a witness to a 
signature on a check for $500 on the Na­ 
tional llauk of D. O. Mills & Co. 
W hen 
brought up for sentence he gave financial 
distress aud illness as his excuse for the 
crime. 
He claimed to be respectably con­ 
nected and well educated and his langoage 
and appearance confirmed his statem ent. 
All three prisoners were taken to Folsom 
last evening by Under Sheriff Bngbey.

W hen Madden had finished Gladstone 
moved the follow ing am endm ent to the 
Governm ent's proposal: 
“ That in lieu of 
voting live m illion pounds it is expedient, 
in view of the lam entable sufferings arising 
from recent evictions, to extend the land 
law o f 1887 so as to em power the Courts to 
reduce or cin cei arrears o f rent found to be 
excessive.” 
H e com plained that the Government 
had broken its pledge to the H ouse, alter 
obtaining the whole com m and of the time 
at the disposal of its members under the 
engagement that no controversial measures 
should be introduced. 
Here was a bill o f 
the first importance challenging discus­ 
sion. 
It was subm itted w ith the threat 
that it be put forward daily until settled. 
H is protest was equally agem st the m ode 
of presenting the bill and the m ethod in 
which the discussion is to be pressed. 
H is 
am endm ent did not strike at the Ashburne 
Act, nor would it necessarily stop its oper­ 
ation. 
H e objected to it because o f the 
am ount dem anded. 
It was the manifest 
design of the Governm ent to withdraw the 
subject of Irish land from the view of Par­ 
liam ent for several years. 
[Cheers ] 
That 
was not the course which could be allowed. 
The opposition wa3 not insensible to the 
value ot land purchase. 
H e did not desire 
to see the landlords nor any other class re­ 
m oved in a body. 
H e wanted to see them 
not less, but great deal more Irish than 
they were, and to see them residents, in ­ 
stead of absentees from Ireland. 
The prin­ 
ciple ol previous land Acts was totally dif­ 
ferent 
from the Ashbourne Act, under 
which five m illion pounds were obtained— 
apparently as a precedent for a further five 
m illion s—thus drawing the H ouse, by slow 
degrees, into a system from which there 
was no escape from putting the land into 
the hands of the State, aud m aking the 
State the im m ediate landlord, without pro­ 
per guarantees. 
H e (Gladstone) had alw ays objected to 
the Ashbourne A ctas giving the initiative. 
I: was certain that this biil would give the 
landlords a leverage to bring up rent-, 
which would enable only a handful of ten­ 
ants to acquire holdings. 
Certainlv 
it 
would assist the Governm ent in their'land 
purchase scheme, hat uoder what inade­ 
quate and precarious security for the repay­ 
m ent of advances? 
The Governm ent was 
not justified in relying upon the tenants’ 
w ill to pav, after the recent declaration of 
Lord Salisbury that a m ajority of three 
m illions in Ireland were bent upon putting 
down the m inority of two m illion in order 
to get at aud rifle their pockets. 
[Cheers ] 
If the G overnm ent had the tenants’ w el­ 
fare earnestly at 
heart — if, 
instead of 
supporting 
the 
landlords, 
they 
meant 
to relieve 
the distressed 
tenants—they 
would 
deal 
with 
arrears, 
instead 
of 
pressing a dangerous measure which pro­ 
vided m achinery for preventing the reduc­ 
tion of rent, and which afforded facilities 
for augm enting rents and m ultiplying evic­ 
tions, with all their horrible incidents. 
Goschen, Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
denied that the Government was pledged 
not to introduce controversial m easures 
during the winter session. 
Gladstone's 
statem ent that, if the Governm ent bad 
asked just sufficient to keep the Act in op 
eration until the next se.-sion, it would 
have been granted, was incorrect. 
The 
im m ediate extension o f the Ashbourne 
Act W8s a necessity. 
It was desired by the 
tenants. 
The Governm ent was prepared 
to deal w ith arears in the due course of 
time.

D e ’fth o f a W e ll-K n o w n P io n e e r oí 
F ra n c is c o . 
M ichael H ayes, brother of John Hayes 
and of the late Colonel Thom as Hayes, 
from which fam ily H ayes street and H ayes 
valley take their name, died yesterday at 
the age of fiftv-sevea. 
T he deceased was 
prostrated with sunstroke on his ranch at 
Tulare about a year and a hall ago, and 
was brought to this city suffering under 
the influence of quinine. 
H e was com ­ 
m itted to the Stockton Insane Asylum and 
discharged cured at the end of five weeks' 
tim e. 
H e arrived in San Francisco in July. 
1349, and took up lt>0 acres of Governm ent 
land in what is now known as Hayes val­ 
ley. 
B uilding a cabin on the present site 
oi St. Ignatius' f'lm rcu, he proceeded to 
clear away the brush, and started a vege­ 
table garden with som e seeds that his sur­ 
viving brother, John, bad brought from 
M exico. 
Potatoes and onions at that time 
were selling for $1 a pound. 
H is garden 
became so successful that in a short tim e 
over 100 acres o f the tract was cultivated 
for vegetables. 
T he grading of Market street was done 
by him self and his brother, and the steam 
rai.road or. the same s’ reel, from the water 
front to H aves Park and Pavilion on Lagu­ 
na street and to the W illow s, near the Mis­ 
sion, was built and operated by them. 
In 1867 the deceased was elected to the 
Assem bly, and one of his first official acts 
was the presentation of a bill appropriating 
$50,000 to grade the site o f the new City 
H all. 
H e also vigorously opposed the 
schem e of a syndicate of real-estate spec­ 
ulators to have the citv Sell the Markel- 
street frontage o i the City H ail property. 
H e was beaten at every point save one, and 
that was the pas-age »t p. bill, of which he 
was the author, reserving a frontage 200 
feet wide on the Market-street front ot the 
H all. 
Mr. H ayes 
was 
alw ays a 
Democrat 
and during the war was arrested by G en­ 
eral McDowell and confined at Alcatraz 
island on a charge o f piracy and treason. 
H e was accused of being one o f the owners 
of a sm all steamer called the Colon, and 
having letters c f marque and reprisal is­ 
sued to him . 
H e finally succeeded in 
having his case transferred to the civil au­ 
thorities, and the United States Grand 
Jury acquitted him . 
H e also belonged to a com m ission, of 
which Horace H aw s and Charles Gough 
were members, to lay out the city lots and 
parks uuder the Van Ness ordinance. 
For 
the past year and a h alf he has been par­ 
alyzed in his lower extrem ities. 
H e was a 
widower, and leaves six children.—<S. F. 
Examiner.
